Tobias Knowles (1601-68), originally from Kingston-upon-Thames, pewterer, served in the army, first for Charles I and then on the 
Parliamentary side during the Civil War, rising to the rank of captain. With the advent of Commonwealth rule, Knowles petitioned 
Parliament to be allowed to make farthings for the state and in so doing recover the £5,468 he reckoned it had cost him to support 
the Parliamentary cause in the War. Initially his efforts came to nothing, probably because David Ramage and his cohort of 
moneyers in the Tower were already running a very profitable enterprise manufacturing tokens for private merchants. Undaunted, 
Knowles presented a second petition to £ his Highnesse the Lord Protector’ in March 1653/4 and then took it upon himself to 
produce farthings containing a quarter of an ounce of fine pewter. These entered circulation on 26 April 1654, but no authority had 
been given for their issue and they were prohibited by order of the Council of State through an announcement in the issue of 
Mercurius Publicus for 4-11 May 1654. Knowles is known to have been associated with the band of token manufacturers active 
during the decline of the Protectorate and the early years of Charles II’s reign and it has been demonstrated by Christopher Whittell 
that Knowles had a hand in producing the coinage for Lord Baltimore, governor of Maryland, in 1660

At the beginning of the 1980s inflation meant that the purchasing power of the lop and 5p was decreasing, and the need of a coin 
with a value between lop and 50p was becoming more apparent. The 25p, struck at that time only to commemorate special events, 
hardly ever saw circulation because of its unwieldy size. During 1981 experiments with a small seven-sided shape produced a trial 
25p, bearing an orb topped by a cross. At some later stage it was decided not to proceed with a small 25p, but instead tariff the coin 
at 20p, in which form it was introduced in 1982, weighing c.

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Neil Bowman Todd (1936-2014) 


N eil Todd was born on 3 January 1936 in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, the son of 
Albert Bradbury Todd Jr and his wife, 
Mary Heath. His love of travelling and world affairs 
began when he was young, living with his military 
family on Army Air Corps bases in Alabama, Maine 
and Wales. 

From the age of seven Neil was an avid 
collector, specializing in comic books, coins and 
stamps. For many years he was affiliated with 
numismatic societies and, at the age of 25, was a co¬ 
founder of Colony Coin Company in Newtonville, 
Massachusetts, in 1961, with his partners Harvey 
Fenton, Charles Wallace, Arthur Fitts III and John 
Cobb.

fellowship and the Committee for the Study of Evolutionary Biology at Harvard University supported his 
field studies on the lions in the Gir Forest, Gujarat, India. Dr. Todd was affiliated with and taught biology at 
Harvard, Boston University, Boston’s Lesley University and Emmanuel College, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin. 



He combined his love of history with his interest in genetics, engaging in extensive travel in order to 
map the gene frequency distribution of the domestic cat. By conducting historical research on shipping and 
trade routes, he was able to determine how specific coat patterns and other genetic markers were 
distributed throughout the world. His field studies were conducted in Canada, Great Britain, Ireland, 
Iceland, the Faeroe Islands, France, Spain, Iran, Morocco, Tunisia, Greece, Turkey, Egypt, Sudan, Mexico, 
Curacao and Venezuela. For 17 years Dr. Todd published The Carnivore Genetics Newsletter. Dr. Todd’s 
articles were published in the Journal of the Bombay Natural History Society, the Proceedings of the 
Royal Irish Academy, and in the organs of many other learned bodies. 

Throughout his life Neil was a keen numismatist, developing a special interest in 19th century 
tavern checks of the British Isles and Ireland. His British Tokens, Advertising Tickets, Checks, Passes, etc, 
ca. 1830 to 1920, the first edition of which appeared in 1974, broke new ground at the time. Subsequently, 
and often in collaboration with Yolanda Courtney ( nee Stanton), Andrew Cunningham and Malcolm Eden, 
Neil published numerous catalogues of tavern checks of various counties, a pursuit he continued until his 
death. Aside from his extensive collection of these checks, including the very important Irish group in this 
catalogue, he formed a type collection of British milled coins and a small but quality group of Isle of Man 
material, both of which were sold by DNW on 18 March 2015. 

For the past 20 years Neil was affiliated with the New England Historical Genealogical Society, 
where he was head of Research Services in the 1990s. He thoroughly enjoyed helping people learn about 
their ancestry. 

Neil had an adventurous and unusual life until his health began to fail a few years ago as a result of 
autoimmune disease and cigarette smoking. He remained interested and well-versed in history and world 
affairs until his death, which occurred on 30 March 2014 at the age of 78. He is survived by Joyce, two 
daughters, Lydia and Amy, four grandchildren and two step-grandchildren.

Percy Melville Thornton (1841-1918), educ. at Dr Lenny’s School, Ramsgate, Harrow 1856-60 and Jesus College 1860-5; an 
enthusiastic sportsman, he became the first secretary of the Cambridge University Athletic Association in 1863 and organised the 
first inter-varsity athletic games in that year. His cricketing prowess was rewarded with honorary secretaryship of the MCC from 
1871 to 1899. Descended from a family steeped in Liberal politics, Thornton switched allegiance and became the Conservative MP 
for Clapham in 1892, retaining the seat until retirement in 1910. Interestingly, he was the instigator of the boat race at Ghent in 
1911, the first running of which witnessed a victory for the Jesus College crew.

Maganga, listed as recipient no. 35 on the medal roll prepared in the British Consulate in Zanzibar, was one of the party sent up to 
Livingstone by Henry Stanley in 1872. He is shown as “away with Arab traders” in August 1875, but is known to have met Stanley in 
the interior in May 1876. Described by Stanley as a tall Mynamwezi, and initially as “a native of Mkwenkwe, a strong faithful 
servant, an excellent pagazi, with an irreproachable temper”, Stanley later tempered his opinion by saying that “he...and his weakly- 
bodied tribe...were ever falling sick.” He added that “on approaching a village the temper of whose people might be hostile to us, 
Maganga would commence his song, with the entire party joining in the chorus, by which mode we knew whether the natives were 
disposed to be friendly or hostile.” 

The story of the missionary and explorer David Livingstone is one of the great epic tales of the Victorian age. Beginning in 1841, his 
career of African exploration was divided into three phases, the high point of the final chapter, to locate the source of the Nile, being 
his historic meeting with Henry Morton Stanley at Ujiji on 10 November 1871. After spending four months together, Stanley left 
Livingstone on 14 March 1872 at Unyanyembe (Tabora) where he remained until the 56 native porters and fresh supplies which 
Stanley had sent up from the coast arrived to reinforce the expedition. Reaching Lake Tanganyika in October, Livingstone then 
made for Lake Bangweulu but by the time he arrived there in February 1873 he was seriously ill. Pressing on despite rapidly 
deteriorating health, towards the end of April he could go no further; his servants built a hut to shelter him at Ilala where he died in 
the early morning of 1 May. After three days of mourning, his bearers decided unanimously to embalm their master’s body and take 
it back down to the coast from whence it could be returned to England for burial. Going first to Unyanyembe, where they rested for 
a month, relays of porters carried the body through swamp, desert and forest, eventually reaching the port of Bagamoyo in February 
1874. On 18 April 1874 David Livingstone was laid to rest in Westminster Abbey and on 22 June of the same year the Council of the 
Royal Geographical Society resolved to award a special medal to all those native servants who had carried Livingstone’s body 
halfway across Africa the previous year. Commissioned from J.S. & A.B. Wyon, 60 silver medals were struck and sent to Zanzibar 
for distribution. By the time they arrived at the end of June 1875 most of Livingstone’s bearers had long since dispersed, including 
33 who had joined Stanley’s Anglo-American Expedition of 1874-7. In due course, however, many of the recipients received their 
medals and the details are contained in the archives of the Royal Geographical Society in London. For further information and the

(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) ‘deliberate forgery’ means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) ‘sale proceeds’ means the net amount due to the seller being the ‘hammer 
price’ of the lot sold less commission at the ‘stated rates’ and ‘expenses’ and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) ‘stated rate’ means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) ‘expenses’ in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, 
packing and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) ‘bought-in price’ means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors’ commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold.
